Hiatistics, like toxts [rom Hetipture, are avail
nble on every ocension. No sooiary was evet so
mwad that h('.l‘uﬂltl not refer to sorapa from I]n!j‘
Writ In support of his doctyines; and in politics
No CAuse wis ever 0 oosperate that figures
might not be found to establish its identification
with patriotic purposes,
statistics thus becomes an art of some import-
ance in politieal discussions, for by a little mani
pulation they may be made to justity the most
opposite conclusions. Only lot the result aimed

at be well undorstood, and long rows of figures
are nlweys at hand to hasten snd verily it, A
slolled statisticlan combines the eapacity of the
vulgar atithmetician with the sleignt-o! hand of
Mons. Hermann; and the value of his lators is
not soldom of as much practionl imporiance.

Woe heve known the identical same set of
figures cmployed to fortlly diametrically oppo-
site positions; the manipulator being the snme
in both cases, and the conclusion= a*rived st In
both bemg equally clsar. We conless, there-
fore, u general want of fith in whatever comes
betore us in the shape of fizutes and nothing
else,  We suspeet quackery and impoasture from
the start. We burton tight our pockels, as
thoueh in deslzning and doubtiul company.
When presented in a bushie! meature, eriude and
iHemssorted, as In the Canadian argoment on the
reciprooily question, they are entitled to very
little attention.

Out of a full mensure of chafl let ua «ift a fow
eriins of wheat—not as the basis of an argu-
went, but as {llustrative of some of the points
to which we have directed attention, in relation
to the reported vislt of provineinl agents (o
Washington, Perbaps we may thus show mors
piainly how unegual have been the protits de-
rived from the arrangement which by courtesy
has been called reciprocity, and bow undesirahle
would be its continuance in anything like the
present ehape.,

Of course, since the commencement ot the
troaty, trade between the Brivsh Provivees and
this country has increased, but only partally ns
a consequence ol the treary, The growth of
population und other eatises naturaliy account
1or & part of this resulr; and yet another part
has proceeded from the andue epcouragement
given to the Canandisn producer at the expense
ol our own people,

The Treasury document presented to Congroxa
in 1864 revesls the inequallcy of the benetits con-
terred by the treaty in the respective proportions
of articlea made dutinble and free. Take the
records of the Custom House at Cape Vineent as
u fair standard of appeal In the matter of fron-
tier commeree.  In 15564, \he year preceding the
formation of the treaty, the tmports {rom Canada
st that port amounted in value to $187.370, of
which $.561 were admitted free, nnder the then
tarfl, leaviog o balance subject to duties of
$178,200, which, at about twenty per cent.,
yietded o revenue of $36,500. The articles since
imported have continucd m about the same pro-
rortion; but! with this ditference im respect of
revenue—that of imporis nmounting to $187,4870,
the amount free under the treaty is $174,287,
leaving but about three per cont. of the whole
subject to duty: in other words, entailing an
annual loss of revenue by reciprocity, in this
smgle instance, of $35,986, This being the loss
at one port, an applicadion of the rule of three
will enable auybody dosivous of prosecuting the
investigation fo ealoulate the ageregate annusl
loss of revenue, under reciprocity, which this
country bas sutfered during the lust ten years,

But was there not a corresponding savine of
duties on our exsporis? The same document
supplies an answer. In six months of 1861 we
exported from the Cape Vincent district $104,347,
aying daties thereon 1n Unuada smounting to
3% 800, On the same goods, nnder Lhe trouty,
we should have paid in duties $31,167. 8o that
while under the treaty we surrendered to Canada
§$16,058 in duties, we guined from Cuaoadae in
duties only $1708,

We huve thus far taken the figures of 1553 for
the purpose ol our Mustration, To complece it,
let us glance at the Cape Vincent returns for
1562, In that year the total importations from
Canada st thet port were $3i87,061, of which
Eob, 184 were admitted free; the balance suoject
to duties heinz about five per cent, of the whole.
Our exports tor the game pors during the period
were $228.407, of which $16,040 Earsﬁcd into the
provines free—the amount subject to duties
woing, say, ninety-three per cent: of the whole,
Thus nearly all we import 18 tfree under the
treaty, while nearly all the export i= dutiable
under 1t, the taxable proporiions, roundly
apenkine, being five to nipsty-thres,

We know not where to look for s more tho
rough onesided buarguul, Asthe Cape Vincent
Collector remarks:—"'We offer 4 premium of
ninety-tive per eant, of our lormer reveaue for

Provious to thcﬁntg. and forn brief lod
after as tion * traders of Weslern Canndn
were pecustomed to buy the produetions of
CUhing, Coba, Brasil, and other countrles In the
New York and Boston markes, A Inrge nnd
profitable trade In wines, spirits, and groceries
exfsted: and unquestionably an expectation of
increas ng 1t had much to do with the cordialit
with which our Imporlers, shippers, and rail-
way mansgers supported the efforts to obtain
reciyrooity, Our imports were offered to the
Canadian buyer on terms a8 Invorable as those
offered by importers at Montreal, while the sea-
008 gave us a deoided ndvantage.

To the present Finance Minister of Canada
now en route to Washington—we are indobt=d
for the overthrow of the system, and Lhe inilis:
tion of mensures which, by levylng dutier on
the value of goods at the place of purchare, shut
off the most luerative branch of our commerce,
aud, In direct contravention of the spivit of recl-
procity, gave to the 8t, Lawrence route a fiscal
premium over our markets, I{ cannot be
alleged that the step wus taken in lzuorance of
its consequences, The Upper Cavanlans at the
time protested agninst o change whioh imposed
on the Montreal Iwporter only the duty on the
vilie of products in the country of thelr origin,
while compelling the buyer in our Atlantic
vities to pay doty on that value “Anereased by
interest, treight over the ocean, and the other
expensed and churges of Lhe Insurer, shipper,
and merchant,

It was seem that so gross an infraction of the
spirit of the troaty would render its renewal im-
posgible, But the Provincial Minister wa: obau-
nate, He preferred the Intercats of Montveal and
of the Ii!i!h-.ll. shipper and merchant to the treaty
oblizitions of his conutry to the United Stales;
and our export trade, ouce lurge and prosperous,
hus dwindled from year to year until it has
reached o point ol comparative insignificance.
In al8sd our forewgn exporis to Canada wero
valued at 80,700,393 and in 18656, 88,769,680; iu
1862 they hud deolined to £1,5600,307: and ja 1863
to $1,405,113, *It 19 obvious,"” says Mr, Chase's
report, “that the Canadian sopply of forsign
goods is no longer purchnsed in the imporiing
cities of the United States as belore the treaty.”
Auvd the circumatance ia attribuiable to the bad
inith of Canade, whose azents tell us that for the
wrong and loss they have inflicted it is not con
sidered necessary to offer either defonse or
apology” to this country, Well, we suppose that
these gentlemen are the best judges of t‘u-ir own
business, But we shall be mistaken if both
defense and apology be not insisted upon as a
prefude 1o suy negotiatlon on the subject of
reciprogity.

_The Fall in Gold,
From the World,

The Tunding bill drawn by Sceretary MoCul-
loch and reported fn the House hy Mr, Morrill
containsg nothing which ought to produce any
immediate and moarked effvet on the price ol
gold. The fact that gold immediately fell under
its Influence is mercly an addition to the Innu.
merable Hlusrrations of the tendency of Wall
sireet {0 exaggerate evervthing tending to affect
the price of securities, Wall street thrives by
sudden fluctuations, Stoadiness of values, ar
even atendiness in the rato of appreciation or de-
cliue, {2 the bane of speculation. When anything
oceury of which the tendenoy 18 1o depress prices,
it 18 for the intercst o! those who five by fluctoa-
tions 10 exagzgerate the tendency and lower prices
to sugh & degree that there must be 4 rebound,
By buying at the lowest point ot depression and
selling ngoin atter the resction, nprotit may be
rentized; and even the bulls find it for their in
terest to favor the exaggerstion wicth a view to
the subsequent rebound, inasmuch as the returo-
ing pendu‘um does not stop ut the mddie point
but swings to the other side.

Those who hold Government securities for
other than speculative purposes, and are under
no immediate necessity to sell, will dnd nolhioe
in the mew bill to alarm their appreheveions,
The sswe remark will apply to the holders of
other deseriptions Of propetty.

There is s very large amount of public indebt.
eduess which may be funded in long loans belore
the finauces can resch u settled and satisfactory
copdition. Besides the greenbacks, oertidoates
ol indebtedness, and intarcst-pearing lezal tender
notes, there is an enormous amount ol seven-
thiriy bonds which will soon begin to matore,
and all of which will fall due within the ensning
three yenrs, Nobody supposes that wny consy
derable portion of this debtean be speedily paid,
nor has anybody suggested any other practioa
ble mode of meeting it than by funding it in
long bonds, It is maturing with such rapidity
as to demand fhe adoption of immediate mea-
sured {o this end.

The netessity of a measure eimilar In sub-
stinee to that embodied in this bill i85 tio
manilest to be disputed. 'The only legiilmate
puints of eriticism relate to the details, Whother
the proposed rate of interest s too high, or the
bonds bave too long Lo run, or the Becretary is
clothied with too much diseretion, are (nir toples
of mauiry: but as regards the main testure of
the biil, there is no ground for ditlerence of
opinion, The proposed rate or interest is cer
tainly high: but, under the circumstiunces, if the
bill made it lower, it would, 88 a practical mes-
sure, be tutile and inoperative,  The amount of
debt yot to be tunded = enurmous; and the Se-
cretary of the Treasury cannol expect to thwart
the luws of trade. snd dispose of twelve hundred
millions of bonds at as favorable rutes as he
could ot a few hundred thonsand,

The law of supply und demand will prevail
here s in all other tran=actions. Bipee a nece:-
sity exists for putting vast amounts ol bonds
upon the market within a shoru period, they
must be offered at favornble rates or the market
csunot absorb them, The discretion permitied
to the Secretary can be exercized only on the
sule side, He cannot olfer moare than six per
oent,, but it is m Lis option to eller less, He
cunnot extend the bonds beyond fosy yearss buy
he cun issue them tor a shorter period. He can
mhke the Interest on same of thom payable in
torvign countries, but 1 that case the mterest is
eue por cunt, lese,

The only power coulerred on the Heoreturs
which g susceptible of abuse, is the tdnltmired
dizereticn proposed to be given him ay to the
amannt of bonds he may pot upon the market
#l any one tge. Hut nothing could be more
wbsurd then to tle him down to o lxed role. Fe
must be m a position 12 take advantage of
fuyorabie turns in the market, The process of
funding must go on, of the Government will
goon be deluged with an unmprnazeabla mass of
oversue obligutions. To say nothine of the
cevbifontes of Indeblednoss, the waturing seyen:
thiitios will, in & year or two, come ln ke un
imundetion,

Those not funded mue! be paid in currency:
ant so far trom there helug danger thar faudine
will proceed with isjurions rapdity, the danger
i thut the Secretary will be obliged to redecm
80 Inrze a portien of the seven-tniriies in groon
backs ue to keep the currency at i's preseat
flation. He can contract the currency only by
the nid of enormouns louns; sod If he makes &
precipitate contraction he thwarts his o wn pur-
poscE Dy cresting a stringency in the money
market wingh would render Joans fapossible,
His diseretion is, therefore, llmited by laws of
greater ellicieney thun any which Congress can
rcnact.

There is, therefore, nothing in this bill which
ehould cause apprenension or disturbance, o
have any immedinte effect on vilues, Trae, the
Becrerary alinz at contraction: but the natursl
obgtacles to contraction are so groat that bis
snceess ust, for a long time, be moderate.
